W hen In* comes hack, he will find 
that wide interest lias been shown 
m a story ot his alleged refusal four 
years ago to accept, in his greatest 
need, an offer of $10,000 and immun­ 
ity from conviction if he would vio­ 
late the oath he took upon becoming 
ebict executive.

Budget Prepared by Board Calls for 


Levy of One Dollar to Meet Ex- 


penses in 1298 


LESS MONEY THAN THIS YEAR 


Smaller Amount of Revenue With 


Higher Rate Due to Slight De- 
crease in Property Valuation 


The Rnshville City school 
board 


has announced their tax levy 
for 


1928, which calls for an increase of 
one cent, over the levy in force this 
year, with the proposed rate being 
an even one dollar, which will raise 
$78,553 deemed necessary for 
all 


funds next year. 


Even with the slight increase the 


tax levy will not. earn as much mon- 
ey as the !)9 cent rate did for this 
year, when $79,.'!Sf> 
was 
required. 


The -proposed rate of one dollar is 
based on an estimated valuation ot 
city property of $7,855,800. 


The levy is based on three funds. 


A 30 cent rate is required to raise 
$2,"?,5G7.40 for the special 
school 


fund: a 59 cent rate is estimated to 
be required for the 
tuition 
fund 


which will need .'Hfi,.'>r49.22 and 
an 


eleven cent levy is placed for the 
bond fund which will yield $8,641.- 
38. 


The largest, single item in the bud- 


get is the salaries for teachers which 
will require $50,720. On account of 
the levy being made in the middle of 
the school term, a balance exists in 
this fund for the remainder of the 
year of $13,10.1, and a similar vRiim 
from non-revenue receipts, so that it 
is only necessary to raise .f4ti.;'4!> 
•by taxation for this fund. 


In the special school fund .fl.l.fi.Q-r 


is required but it will be necessary 
to raise #10,000 less, because ' of 
balances which are expected at the 
end of the year and from money re- 
ceived in this fund which is not 
derived by taxation. 


Under the special school 
fund 


theretare several items listed, which 
includes $6,182.50 for general ad- 
ministration; $2,480 for instruction, 
supervision and supplies; $11,680 
for operation of the school plants: 
$1,760 for the maintenance of 
the 


school plants; $595 which are desig- 
nated as fixed charges: $290 as aux- 
iliary activities and $:1,525 as cap- 
ital outlay. 


The bond fund requires $4,000 as 


payment of jprinripals and $2.835 as 
payment for interest. There is a $1,- 
030, shortage in this fund, 
whie,h 


makes a total of $7,8C5 required.

Lafayette, Ind., Aug. 31—Eternal 


vigilance is the price of liberty and 
the same sort of watchfulness will 
be the price of liberating Indiana's 
corn belt from the grip of the Euro- 
pean 'corn -borer.. To carry, home in 
simple, direct fashion the ravages of 
the borer pest and control measures 
advocated up to thjs time, the ex- 
tension department of Purdue uni- 
versity will have as one of its fea- 
ture exhibits in the Purdue building 
at the Diamond Jubilee Indiana 
State fair Sept. 3 to 10, a display 
which will show at a glanfce salient 
features of an insec,t which menaces 
the Hoosicr corn kingdom. The ex- 
hibit is being arranged under 
the 


direction of L. E. Hoffman, of the 
extension department, who has been 
in close touch with the corn borer 
situation in Indiana's infested areas. 


One part of the exhibit will ;be de- 


voted to the life history of the corn 
borer and all information regarding 
'the pest and the other section 
to 


control 'measures. Large 'charts will 
show the history of the corn borer 
•bv months. Pictures will reveal the 


damage done 'by the borer to a field 
of corn, and a closeup view will 
show a hill of corn which has been 
attacked by the borer. In. the center 
of the "exhibit, will appear a cage of 
parasites being developed ,in this 
country as a means of combattjp; 
the borer. To attract attention 
to 


the exhibit, minature corn borer mo- 
dels will be found crawling around 
the platform^ on which it is lo'cated. 


That section of the exhibit devoted 


to control measures 
will .explain 


mainly through enlarged 
pictures, 


five methods which 
have 
proved 


practicable. Low cutting of corn is 
a prime essential, followed by the 
storing of all corn possible in silos. 
Raking and burning of all corn re- 
fuse and clean plowing to turn tinder 
all stubble (come next in line, while 
another precaution which must be 
taken is 'cleaning1 HR of refuse from 
all feed lots. 


A visit to the corn borer exhibit 


will give one a comprehensive idea 
of the corn borer pest, its life his- 
tory, damage it does, and 
control 


measures to use in eradicating it.

At the present rate 
of increase, Professor East estima- 
ted, the world will attain ttiat po- 
pulation by '2027. 


Professor East advocated iuime- 


date formation of an international 
union to bring about a "just peace 
between humanity's two basic .in- 
stincts, nutrition and reproduction.". 


Dr. liayinond Pearl, of John Hop- 


kins university, told the conference 
that the growth of human population 
exactly followed the life curve of 
Hies and microbes. 


All three, he said, began increas- 


ing slowly, gaining impetus and then 
passing rapidly into the stage of 
rapid increase until they reached the 
maximum both in nutu'bers and velo- 
city of increase. Then reproduction 
began to decrease and finally was 
stabilized. 


Prof. H.- P. Fraichild of N'ew Vork 


University told the conferees that 
there were five major causes for at- 
taining the maximum in world popu- 
lation. Me listed these as follows: 


U—The desire of nations to main- 


tain their military strength.
